The Kentiickv Court of Appeals 
Tuesday acted on the Maaon County 
Oil Inipeotor «••• iHitoli hM Attnet- 
ed much InterMt h«ra and whioli baa 

been cloaely watched while It has been 
at Prankfdrt. 

It will be remembered that In No- 
vember 1817. JtiBt before surrendering 
hit ofBce BB County Judge. Judge W. 
H. Rloa Ippolntod his brother. Mr. T. 
S. Rloe aa Inspector of Oils for M»- 
son county for a full four year term. 
Soon after ho took the ofllce of Coun- 
ty Judgfe, Judge Purnell appointed 
lb. StuUw C. ClUt aa Oil Inspector. 

' It wak thought that Judge Rice had no 
right to appoint an officer to extend 
• over Into another ndmlnlBtration and 
the apitotntment of Mr. Cllft was made 
to gat the ooart'a opinion on the 'mat- 

- tar. 

Immediately upon tha appointment 
of Mr. Cllft, Mr. Rioa filed suit In the 
M&son Circuit Court aaklng an in- 
junction enjoining Mr. Cllft from qual- 
ifying. Judge Newell, wlftn tha case 
came before him, granted the Injunc- 
tion but in going over the case the 
raooTda of past Oil lna{>ectorB was 
brought Into the case for revelewiand 
Judge Newell held that the year term 
to irhloh Mr. T. J. Rice was appotnt- 
ad axplrad on November 14, 1919, 
which gave him only two years to 
hold. Mr. Rice's attorneya contended 
that he waa entitled to serve a full 
fonr yaWa tara and the case was car- 
rlad to fha Court o( Appeals. 

That Court yesterday Rustalned 
Judge Newell's decision in its entlr- 
Itj ruling that Mr. Bice's term ex- 
pired on Novembar Mth thla year 
whtoh meana that his tarm expired on 
laat. Friday week, howarar, ha will 
hold the office until hia anoeaaior is 
' duly quallfled. 

The mandate of the Court of Ap- 
peals l8 expected here this week and 
will be filed In courl on next Monday 
when the Mason Circuit Ponrt meetc 
for the December term. Imnipdlateb 
upon the nilnp; of tliiM niiiiidate. M' 
Cllft will qualify as Oil Inspector am' 
tha oflloa wlU paaa to him. 

This deolaton ends a diBcuasion that 
was a very InteroBting one and one In 
which considerable interest was taken 
aa It understood the Oil Inspector- 
. ahlp of MaaoB county paya well. The

Dr. Barbour >r«aahed Sunday mold- 
ing from Aot(»^XVI:25. "At mldniptht 
Paul ami Silas prayed uiul sung 
praises unto Ood, and the prisoners 
heard tham." 

He aald: Tbaae men remind us that 
a ChrlBtlan will find something to 
praise Ood for in the most untoward 
circumstances. They were Bmartlng 
under Injustice, arrested ana pun- 
ished for rescuing a poor girl from 
deaignlng men. 'They were ready to 
help the very, people who maltreated 
them, and It was pretty hard for this 
to be landed in (he stocks. 

Now If they had been like some of 
us they would have repined. They 
would have blamed each other, ^ilas 
would have said "1 knew you were 
Kolng too far" and Paul would have 
retorted, "You are Just aa much to 
blame aa I am." And thay would both 
have said, "It'a very atrange that God 
does not protect His workers or these 
people are not worth sufferlnt? for 
This kind of work is not appreciated 
in this town; or they wonld have sat 
Sullen and discqaraged ahd we would 
not have blamed them. but. listen, 
tlipy are slnglitC. and prnisinR Ood. 
What had they to praise Him for? 
They had life aat) health and oppor- 
tunity to preach. They had saved a 
poor aifllcted girl. They were able 
to aarra aa their Master had done 
Thay were walking in hi^ footsteps. 

There is never ^ I line when we have 
not aomethlng to praise Ood for. If 
we reject Bmersoa's doctrine of Com- 
pensation, which Is but a kind of tlt- 
for-tat philosophy there is a measure 
of trutli in It. If yoH have had trou- 
ble you have had your health to strug- 
gle thtoui^: or if health has failed 
what frtenda you have had. If you 
are young anj on your back in n slol. 
room you are being flUed for higher 
service. It you are ola ana sick you 
are very near the bordarn ot the good 
land where troublee never come. 

There Is always something if you 
win look for It. Haydn said he could 
Bet a Dutch newspaper to music. It 
was because the fountains of sonp 
were In himself. There la much In a 
happy temperament but there Is more 
In Christian principles. Any man that 
really believes in God knows that all 
s ordered for good and will come out 
fur the best in the end. 

Think of the good we can do by a 
happy cheerful spirit. The jailers 
could have understood little of Paul's 
prcacliiuK but when he fell to singing 
they knew there was something there 
4hay had not. Tha vary iatlar was 
converted by the evidence of Ckid with 
them. ,, , 

There Is no better proof of religion 
than a strong and cheerful spirit. Cecil 
said that he waa oonvertad by hla 
mother's cheerfulnesa. He was young 
and contented: she was old and sick 
but always bearing up witli a bruve 
and trusting heart Then the good 
to yourself. Health requires it The 
spirit IB Buatained by It. The prison- 
era durlnr the Civil War fell to sing- 
ing. Chaplain ' McCabe found his 
power in Libby prison. He waa in 
traininR for liis leniarkable career 
as a singing evangelist and a Bishop. 

Oh, but aaya one. Paul would not 
have aung It he had known of the 
earthquake coming. Well, maybe not. 
but the earthquake was used to arouse 
the Jailer and to bring them all to 
repentance. Ood la maator of all 
circumstances. Sometimes he bee&mes 
as to Elijah, with a chariot of fire, 
sometimes, by an angel as when he 
delivered Peter. Sometimes, as here 
by an uartliquake or other Bummons. 

Oh, but the real sorrows. That lost 
one. That terrible family trouble! 

Well, you'll "have to leave these 
things to Ood. He holds the key. 
Some time we'll understand. 

We should alng more. Take down 
the good oU bymna of the Church, and 
read and alng them. They are full 
of comfort and help. We have all darh 
days ahead, as well as brlKht days 
Let us trust in Ood and do our dut.\ 
and all wQl ba wall.
